"You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  12tli  day  of  March,  1918,  at  nine  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

First.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents,  Audi- 
tors, and  Committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Second.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Officers 
and  committees  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Third.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  Public  Library,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
poor,  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  highways  and  bridges, 
for  electric  lights,  for  observing  Memorial  Day,  and  for  other 
necessary  charges  arising  within  the  Town. 

Fourth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  apply  for  State  and  Federal  aid  for  highways  for  the 
ensuing  year,  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Fifth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  dollars,  or  such  part  as  may 
be  found  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  suitable  pro- 
tection and  care  of  shade  and  ornamental  trees  in  highways, 
cemeteries,  commons  and  other  public  places  in  this  town,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  in  co-oper- 
ation with  the  State  Forester,  in  the  work  of  preventing  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  commonly  known  as  White  Pine  Blister 
Rust.  Said  appropriation  not  to  be  expended  unless  three 
times  a  like  amount  shall  be  made  available  for  the  purpose 
from  other  sources. 

Sixth.  To  see  what  discount  or  discounts,  if  any,  the  Town 
will  vote  for  early  payment  of  taxes. 

Seventh.  To  see  what  action,  if  any,  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  improving  the  Dublin  fire  equipment,  or  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

Eighth.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to 
the  sidewalk  between  the  Wait  Corner,  so  called,  easterly  to 
the  home  of  Miss  A.  G.  Thayer,  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same,  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Ninth.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  any  more  of  its 
bonds. 
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Tenth.  To  see  what  action  tlie  Town  will  take,  if  any,  in 
regard  to  the  Town  Clock. 

Eleventh.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  additional 
cemetery  lot  funds,  or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Twelfth.  To  elect  one  Delegate  to  attend  the  Constitutional 
Convention  to  be  holden  at  Concord,  N.  H.,  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  June  next.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 

We  hereby  submit  the  ninety-sixth  annual  report  of  our  schools 
to  the  Dublin  School  District. 

You  will  find  in  Mr.  Averill's  report  the  progress  made  in  the 
different  schools  and  studies. 

We  are  sorry  to  state  that  the  new  school  building  is  not  com- 
pleted owing  to  the  complete  failure  of  the  contractor  to  fulfill 
his  contract. 

The  school  board  has  tried  in  every  way  to  have  him  complete 
the  building,  but  has  been  unable  to  do  so. 

At  present  the  town  council  is  negotiating  with  the  National 
Surety  Co.,  who  furnished  the  bond,  to  adjust  the  matter,  the 
result  of  which  at  present  is  unknown. 

We  submit  the  following  estimate  of  amount  of  money  it 
will  be  required  to  raise  for  the  payment  of  Statutory  obligations 
of  the  District  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

Amount  required  by  law,  S3, 791. 25.  We  should  have  at  least 
$1,200  additional,  owing  to  the  continued  high  cost  of  all  supplies. 

In  addition  we  should  raise  $450  for  high  school  tuition; 
$300  for  school  officers,  and  $1,500  for  interest,  insurance  and 
maintenance,   making  a  total  of  $7,244.25.

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SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  THE  Board  of  Education,  Dublin,  N.  H.: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  superintend- 
ent of  schools. 

For  the  school  year  1916 — 17  there  were  registered  in  the 
Dublin  public  schools  78  pupils.  Of  these,  48  were  girls  and  30 
were  boys.  The  average  membership  was  63  and  the  average 
attendance  was  56,  making  the  per  cent  of  attendance  89.  This 
is  3.5  per  cent  below  the  State  percentage  for  the  previous  year, 
and  on  the  face  of  it,  is  not  a  creditable  showing.  However,  an 
epidemic  of  children's  diseases  was  chiefly  responsible  for  the 
unusually  large  number  of  absences.  During  the  summer  vaca- 
tion the  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching  force  was  unusually 
large. 

Miss  Sargent  decided  to  take  up  other  work,  therefore  she 
was  not  a  candidate  for  re-election.  Miss  Marion  A.  Sutton, 
a  normal  graduate,  was  engaged  to  till  the  vacancy.  Miss  Se- 
vigney  at  school  No.  2  decided  not  to  return,  and  Miss  Anna 
G.  Eaves,  a  normal  graduate  with  previous  successful  experi- 
ence,  was   secured   to   teach   the  school. 

In  the  spring  term,  Miss  Barker's  illness  necessitated  the 
employment  of  a  substitute,  and  Miss  Hazel  P.  George  was 
engaged  to  complete  the  term.  During  the  summer  vacation 
Miss  Barker  declined  to  return  to  her  school  for  the  current 
year  and  Miss  Ruth  Hilliard  was  engaged  to  Fill  the  vacancy. 

In  September,  Miss  Oakman  tendered  her  resignation,  and 
Miss  Dorothy  D.  Platts  was  engaged  to  teach  the  school.  She 
resigned  in  December,  and  Miss  Ethel  S,  Hawkins,  who  came 
with  good  reports  of  her  work  in  the  position  she  had  previously 
filled,  was  given  charge  of  the  school. 

The  building  of  the  new  school  house  has  dragged  along  Irom 
month  to  month.  Various  causes  are  responsible  for  the  delay. 
It  is  still  unfinished.  We  are  justified  in  the  hope,  however,  that 
it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  a  new  school 
year  in  September.  When  completed  and  the  grounds  about  it 
suitably  beautified,  it  will  be  for  many  years  a  safe,  commodious 
and  luxurious  building  suitable  and  adequate  for  all  educational 
needs  of  the  village,  an  ornament  to  the  town  and  an  object  ot 
just  pride  to  the  townspeople. 

During  the  year,  the  schools  have  been  visited  by  Mr.  Carlisle 
and  Miss  Weed  of  the  Farm  Bureau  in  the  interest  of  the  ex- 
tension club  work.  Although  the  number  who  have  taken  up 
the  work  was  not  large,  some  good  results  were  obtained,  and 
the  outlook  for  more  extensive  activity  next  year  is  excellent. 
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Aside  from  the  usual  exercises  held  in  the  school  rooms  in 
observance  of  the  several  holidays,  the  public  exercises  of  the 
schools  have  been  those  in  commemoration  of  Christmas.  These 
attracted  good  sized  audiences  and  were  of  an  excellence  that 
was  gratifying  to  those  concerned  in  their  preparation. 

Most  of  the  pupils  of  the  schools  have  made  knitted  articles 
for  the  Red  Cross:  namely,  sweaters,  helmets,  hoods,  wristlets, 
mufflers,    and   socks. 

A  little  entertainment  was  given  by  the  children,  the  proceeds 
of  which  were  used  for  gifts  to  Dublin  soldier  boys. 

Pupils  have  purchased  Liberty  Bonds  and  Thrift  Stamps  and 
also  have  actively  cooperated  with  the  local  committee  in  secur- 
ing signatures  to  the  food  conservation  pledge  cards. 

Miss  Ardele  Thayer  sent  her  annual  gift  of  Christmas  sweets 
which   were   much   appreciated. 

At  Thanksgiving  time  the  customary  donations  were  made 
to  the  Keene  hospital,  and  a  small  contribution  for  the  Belgium 
children  was  raised  by  the  school  children. 

"The  schools  are  the  laboratory  of  good  citizenship.  The 
children  are  little  citizens  and  must  be  guided  in  such  present 
experience  as  will  make  certain  their  future  dedication  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Republic." 

I  will  close  with  a  word  of  warning  and  encouragement  to  the 
boys  in  our  schools.  The  greatest  opportunity  for  service  the 
world  has  ever  known  is  yours.  There  are  cities  to  be  built, 
railroads  and  bridges  to  be  constructed,  fields  to  be  made  to 
produce  bounteous  harvest,  governments  to  be  directed,  and 
leadership  in  making  democracy  safe,  must  be  furnished  just  as 
soon  as  you  can  be  trained  for  the  work.  For  such  help  and 
leadership,  devastated  Europe  must  look  to  America.  From 
America's  schools  and  colleges  must  to  a  large  extent  come  that 
help  and  leadership.      Don't  be  a  Quitter.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC  AND  DRAWING 

SuPT.  Averill: 

According  to  the  usual  custom,  I  am  sending  a  report  of  the 
work  done  in  music  and  drawing  the  past  year. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June,  two  days  a  week 
were  given  to  the  subjects;  since  then  there  has  been  only  one 
day  per  week.  Under  this  schedule  four  schools  per  week  are 
^•isitcd  from  45  minutes  to  an  hour. 
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The  plan  of  work  is  much  the  same  as  described  in  former 
reports,  although  an  effort  has  been  made  to  vary  the  projects. 

In  June,  we  lost  several  of  the  older  pupils  from  the  schools 
so  that  now  there  is  no  school  where  we  can  use  three-part  music 
to  anjf  extent,  and  only  one  or  two  where  the  two-part  can  be 
developed. 

Knitting  for  the  Red  Cross,  under  the  direction  of  the  teachers, 
has  taken  the  place  of  some  of  the  drawing  work  in  some  schools. 
Some  excellent  work  has  been  done  by  the  pupils. 

The  "101  Best  Songs"  has  been  used  more  this  year  than 
last.  The  Village  Grammar  School  is  to  use  "The  School  Song 
Book"  by  McConathy,  very  shortly. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  who  have  co- 
operated in  the  work  this  year.
